tion will be here tomorrow. 
It has 
been charged by the “dry s” that the 
“wets” intended to flood the city with 
bad booze in an effort to win some 
v otes for the retu rn of 
the saloon, 
bu t the “wet” forces hav e consistent­ 
ly denied that at all times. The open 
declaration of a former saloon keep­ 
er on the pu blic streets of Ru shv ille 
within the hearing of many people is 
su fficient to say that the city will not 
be withou t election liqu or of all col­ 
ors and descriptions. 
The “dry s” hav e anticipated this 
all the time and hav e prepared for the 
emergency by hiring priv ate detec­ 
tiv es who will come this ev ening and 
will be here all day tomorrow in an 
endeav or to ferret ou t offense against 
the law. They will make an effort to 
pu t a stop to v ote bu y ing and selling 
and free distribu tion of booze. Here­ 
tofore, if the “wets” hav e worked any 
at all. it has been purely of a “gu m­ 
shoe” 
na ture and none of it ha s 
%ev er come to light. 
The Lou is Wein detectiv e agency 
has been retained by the “dry ” or­ 
ganization ‘to fu rnish 
“sleu ths” to 
watch the actions of the “ wet heal­ 
ers” tomorrow. The “dry s” hav e an­ 
ticipated that v ote 
bu y ing will be 
common, either with cash or booze, 
and they wish to make an ex ample 
of the first offender if it is possible 
to catch him in the act. The “dry s” 
charge that the “wets” will bu y v otes 
and will attempt to win at any cost 
and it has been openly declared on 
4110 the streets that enou gh money is 
to be had here to bu y all the v otes 
that are pu rchasable. 
Where 
the 
money is coming from is an 
open 
« qu estion. 
The “dry s ’ declare that v ote-bu y ­ 
ing is not the only offense which the 
“wets propose to commit; tomorrow. 
They av er that the liqu or forces hav e 
a nu mber of v oters colonized, and will 
attempt to pass them at the polls to­ 
morrow as legal v q£ ers with « the right 
to cast their ballot in the city elec­ 
tion. It is said that they hav e twen­ 
ty -one v oters in one precinct which 
hav e been scraped u p from the ou t 
townships and will attempt to v ote 
them tomorrow. 
In two other pre­ 
cincts rhe “dry s” charge 'they hav e 
six teen illegal v oters which « they pro­ 
pose to v ote tomorrow. The temper­ 
ance forces declare that the “wets” 


hav e a nu mber of other men, inclu d­ 
ing sev eral who are here a t work on 
the streets, after being away most of 
the winter, who w7ill attempt to pass 
as legal v oters tomorrow’.

Banners and placards graced 
ev ery street corner and ev ery store 
window as w7ell as windows of resi­ 
dences. The laboring classes and all 
are joined to make the town ‘dry .’ 
“The liqu or interests u se a mer­ 
cenary argu ment. 
They say ‘v ote 
y ou r town wet ,and get the 
trade.’

That’s what the 
people of Chilli-

tigers, speak-easies and bootleggers, 
bu t I said v ote ‘dry ’ and I’ll attend 
to them.”

Speaker Venem an anno unced at the 
clo se o f the Saturday sessio n th a t the 
ho use had co m pleted the seco nd re a d-; 
ing o f all senate and ho use bills o n his 
desk except fifteen, which w ere print­ 
ed Friday , and which the rules wo uld 
no t perm it to be read until to day . 
G o verno r M arshall has sig ned th ir­ 
ty -two ho use bills, fifteen senate bills 
and o ne jo int reso lutio n since the 
present sessio n o pened. 
Two y ears 
ag o , o n the Mo nday preceding the ad­ 
jo urnm ent o f the sessio n, the g o verno r 
had sig ned tw enty -three ho use bills,1 
th irteen senate bills and o ne jo int res­ 
o lutio n. 
Eleven m o re bills have been 
sig ned this sessio n than during the 
sam e perio d o f the sessio n o f 19 09 . 


The Senate Pushing Thing s. 


The D em o crats in the upper ho use 
w ent into the Saturday sessio n w ith a 
new lease o n life, and “hang o ver” bus­ 
iness th a t had been threatened to re­ 
m ain unfinished fo r the re st o f the 
sessio n was dispo sed o f in sho rt o rder. 
The new co nstitutio n was m ade a spe­ 
cial o rder o f business fo r this a fte r­ 
no o n and the two appro priatio n bills 
w ere read a seco nd tim e and sent to 
eng ro ssm ent so th at actio n m ay be 
taken o n them to day . 
Senato r K im m el’s bill to require

A bill was intro duced in the ho use, 
with the unanim o us co nsent o f the 
m em bers, to resto re to co unty sheriffs 
th e "in and o ut” fees o f which th e y !

held the law passed by the g eneral 
assem bly o f 19 07 unco nstitutio nal.

rules o f the ho use and senate, in o rder • 
th a t relief m ay be g iven to p re s e nt1 
o fficials. 


Court B ill Passes. 


The bill to divide the judicial circuit 
o f Clay and Putnam 
co unties was 
passed by a vo te o f 40 to 0 and advo ­ 
cates o f the m easure assert it will be 
sig ned by th e g o verno r, tho ug h he 
failed to attach his sig naure to a sim ­ 
ilar bill passed by bo th ho uses and 
sent to him at the last sessio n o f the 
g eneral assem bly .

The Co o k bill, to reg ulate th e ex­ 
em ptio n o f fraternity pro perty fro m 
taxatio n, was passed to eng ro ssm ent 
afte r an attem pt to kill the bill had 
been made. 
The P ro cto r bill to per­ 
m it railro ads to acquire real esta te 
fo r do uble tracks, 
passed to third 
reading w itho ut debate. 
Amo ng the o ther bills which passed 
to third reading o r eng ro ssm ent w e re: 
C lark bill, increasing the salary o f the 
clerk o f M ario n co unty to $25,000; 
Spencer bill, pro viding fo r the sale o f 
certain co m m o dities by w eig ht; Veach 
hill, pro viding fo r the appo intm ent o f 
a co m m issio n and the appro priatio n 
o f $500 to study th e causes o f blind­ 
ness; 
Seldensticker bill, to prevent 
co rrupt practices, and the H arlan bill, 
reducing the taxes fo r g eneral pur­ 
po ses in the city o f Indianapo lis fro m 
9 0 cents to 75 cents.

C harlesto n, W. Va., Feb. 27.—An ex­ 
trao rdinary sessio n o f th e W est Vir­ 
g inia leg islature will be called by Go v­ 
erno r W illiam E. Glassco ck, to m eet 
no t later than the m o nth o f May , fo r 
the co nsideratio n o f a direct prim ary 
law and pro bably o ther leg islatio n ad­ 
vo cated by the executive. 
This anno uncem ent was m ade by 
the g o verno r, fo llo wing the adjo urn­ 
m ent o f the reg ular sessio n o f the leg ­ 
islature w itho ut co nsideratio n o f di­ 
rect prim aries. 
W hile G o verno r Glassco ck has no t 
fully determ ined th at he will have the 
leg islature co nsider any subject than 
direct prim aries, he stated th a t befo re 
his call is issued he m ig ht co nclude to 
place o th er subjects befo re the leg is­ 
lature, and while he did no t enum erate 
these subjects, they are the pro po sed 
pro ductio n tax o n natural g as, th e pub­ 
lic service co m m issio n and the uni­ 
fo rm m unicipal co de fo r th e g o vern­ 
m ent o f W est V irg inia m unicipalities. 
U ntil the leg islature had adjo urned 
sine die the g o verno r wo uld m ake no 
definite anno uncem ent o f his purpo se 
to call an ex tra sessio n o f the leg isla­ 
ture. 
The enactm ent o f a direct prim ary 
law, the g o verno r believes, is o f p ara­ 
m o unt interest to the peo ple o f the 
state.
